The j(tb is to be undertaken by 
the city Volunteer Fire Dejiart- 
ment. the members of which h<ave 
volunteered to do the work neces- 
•sary to make the canyon acces¬ 
sible so that^ may be enjoyed by 
the pettple. / 

And thr work is to begin at 
once ne.xt Momiay, 

There being no necessity for a 
big appnipriation by the city or 
for the raising of a large fund 
by public sub.scription there ap¬ 
pears now to be nothing in the 
way of fulfillment of the dream 
of every true Sierra Madrean, 

Heretofore plans to improve the 
beauty spot by clearing out the 
underbrush, building mails and 
piping in water, have hit the fi¬ 
nancial rock.s, for funds had to be 
provided for the pay of workmen 
who would have to be employed. 

But the firemen pro[>ose to do 
that themselves with their own 
hands, just as they have built all 
save one piece of the city's 
splendid fighting equipment. 

They have arranged for the u.se 
of motor driven .scoops and 
shov'els and half a dozen ol 
them will begin tearing out a 
roadway into the South end ot 
the canyon at once. 

A committee of the firemen 
who have been going over the 
ground for .some time visited the 
canyon yesterday in company 
with members of the City Plan¬ 
ning Commission and the City 
Council. Members of the Planning 
Commission have enthusiastically 
endorsed not only the general 
proposal advanced by the firemen, 
but their detailed plans for carry¬ 
ing through the project. 

Members of the Council have 
leal ip.Pi. as enthusia.stic and 
have infoimally given their con¬ 
sent. It will be necessary, of 
course, to secure the official sanc¬ 
tion of the Council as'a body and 
the firemen have been assured 
that this will be done most em¬ 
phatically at next Wednesday's 
meeting when the action will 
probably take the form of ap¬ 
proving a recommendation of the 
Planning Commi.ssion. On funds 
appropriated by the Council the 
Planning Commission has been 
having the dense undergrowth 
cleared out during the summer 
months for the last two years 
But the money available (ler- 
mitted scarcely more than a 
scratch on the surface of the 
task ahead By immediately open¬ 
ing up a roadway and re-estab¬ 
lishing parts of one that was 
built years ago part way into the 
mountain crevice, the firemen ex¬ 
pect to make it accessible to the 
very boundary line of the An¬ 
geles Forest. 

This end of the canyon, right 
at the edge of the fort'.st about 
a mile of it is the spot the fire¬ 
men have in mind for what is to 
be the firemen's park. In many : 
places it is not more than 2.> i 
feet wide and in fmly a few places 


is it slightly more than four 
times that width. 

Once the canyon's fliKir is 
cleared ami the roads built, the j 
firemen propose to run trails utf 
into the mountain, to build shel¬ 
ters and benches and ultimately, | 
perhaps, a club house. | 

The men are enthusia.stic about i 
their undertaking and plea.sed 
with the interest and appreciation i 
shown by the officials and I he i 
few other citizens with whom 
they have discussed the matter. | 
Their committee, consisting ot ' 
Chief W. D. Richards, b'rank 
Lovell, Hoy Walsworth and "Bob " 
■S’ewberry, fairly beamed as It 
emerged from the canyon witu 
the Planning (.Commission's aji- 
proval about sundown la.d eve¬ 
ning. 

"What the firemen have done 
is evidence of what they will do." 
said Chief Richards, "no matter 
how long it takes, Df course it is 
hardly to be supposed that they 
will drop everything and all o' 
them go right on this job. It 
will be done in their .spare time.

FLOWERING SHRUBS 

-N A MILD CLIMATE 

like ours here in 
Sierra Madre we 
should, as a rule, 
avoid planting trees 
and shrubbery that 
lose their foliage in 

_ _ 'the winter. But there 

are a lew deciduous plants that 
should be in every garden in 
spite of the rule becau.se they 
make such a mass of color when 
they bloom and before they put 
out their new foliage. 

Right now, the first of the Jap¬ 
anese Flowering Peach trees are 
in bloom. The color is deep pink. 
Very soon the early red varieties 
will be in bloom and about a 
month later the late pinks and 
late reds and also varigated 
varieties will be in flower. 

Flowering peach trees are just 
as easy to grow as any peach 
tree and they grow just as large. 

I’he Flowering Quinces are in 
bloom now ,too, and what could 
be more beautiful ? They come in 
red and pink, also. The growth of 
the tree is rather dwarf, in fact 
it grows more like a shrub than 
a tree. 

The Pink Flowering Almond is 
a dainty shrub about five feet 
high. Its soft .shell-pink double 
flowers cover its slender branches. 
It blooms during March and 
April. The picture of these lovely 
blooms is one that in indellible on 
the mind. 

There are several varieties ot 
Bridal Wreaths. The two best 
varieties are Double Reevesiana 
Spirea and Sirgle Van Houttei 
Spirea. The double variety blooms 
practically all late winter and 
early spring. The single variety 
blooms during March and April. 

They will both attract a lot of 
attention in the garden by their 
masses of snow-white bloom 
There is a dwarf, rose pink Brid¬ 
al wreath that blooms all summer. 
It is not .so well known but is a 
very desirable shrub to have. It is 
called Spirea Anthony Watterer. 

The Persian Lilacs thrive here 
.splendidly and are semi-dwarf in 
growth. They are well worth 
growing and are fragrant, too. 

As for the old fashioned Easteni 
Lilacs, they are a disappointment 
here. It takes years for them to 
bloom and then the blooms are 
u.su.illy very small. However, the 
perfume is the same as- it is in 
the East and that will mean a 
lot to those who can remember 
the. lilacs in their yard.s "back 
home." 

The Tameri.x blooms late in the 
spring and the flowers are so 
delicate and airy, the shrub look.s 
like a soft mist of pink flowers 
It grows Into a large shrub and 
is very graceful. 


I a good quality when quick growth 
' iii desired. To hurry up their 


growth, give them lots of water. 

Two or three Umbrella trees 
grouped together in a yard will 
soon make an outdoor summer- 
hou.se and a delightful place to 
I hang the hammock. 

Native .Sycamore trees are al¬ 
ways artistic, especially when 
planted in groups. They are easy 
to grow. The new green leaves in 
the spring, the full-grown green 
shade of the summer months, the 
golden autumn tints in the fall 
and the white birch like bark ex¬ 
posed in the winter, give to the 
Rycamore a never ending charm. 


VINES ARE NATURE’S 

FINISHING TOUCHES 


"Vines are nature's finishing 
touches," writes Hazel Hankin- 
son, horticultural special ist. 
"Twining gracefully over some 
part of a home or other struc¬ 
ture that is correctly designed, 
they will call attention to the 
excellence of the architecture.
